How to Prepare and Serve 


Pomegranates. 


—-—-- @-—--- 


Deak Pavtinr.—I have been specially 
requested hy a London friend to give informa 
tion as to how pomecranates should be pre- 
pared and served.  't gives me very much 
pleasure te pass on this information, since a 
Spanish friend of mine took great trouble to 
initiate me, into dealing with the eccentricities 
of the pomegranate (or shall I be thoroughly 
up to date and call it.‘‘ greanubhall?’’), 

This fruit is really a healthy addition to 
any table, and in its home conntry it gets a 
special place of honour on Christmas and 
New Year’s Day menus. In Dublin we can 
buy them for about threepence each at this 
time of the year. 

Pomegranates are never cooked, but. served 
in the following manner:—First open the 
fruit, and remove all the pips... This must 
be carefully done, as the seeds are very 
numervus, Then lay in slices on a glass 
dish, sprinkle freely with castor sugar, and 
pour over all kirsch, rum, sherry, or what- 
ever wine you prefer. Allow this mixture 
to stand for some time, and then serve with 
or without whipped cream—just as von 
served strawberries earlier in the year. For 
nurserv service the wine may, of course, he 
omitted. 


Mince Meat. 


If you took the advice [ gave you in my 
last letter your Christmas pudding will now 
be hanging merrily in the larder, and yout 
will be free to consider the preparation «of 
your mincemeat for mince pies. 

Instead of numerous small pies, a friend 
of mine made one big one last year. She 
declared it was intended as a novelty; but, 
as she also told me that it halved the usual 
work, I’m. inclined to think it was just 
laziness on her part! Anyway, I think I'l! 
follow her example this season, as “ work ”’ 
is really apt to be overdone, isn’t it? Her 
recipe for’mincemeat is as follows :— 

To half a pound of shredded suet add the 
following minced fruit, ete :—I1jlbs. raisins, 
Aib. currants, 4lb. mixed peel, $lb.. sugar, 
llb. apples, 1 gill syrup or marmalade, rind 
and juice of one lemon, ‘one teaspoonful of 
ginger, spice and nutmeg, and when all these 
ingredients are well mixed together add a 
half-pint of brandy. Press well into a jar. 
making it as airtight as possible. and store 
for at least a fortnight before using. 


Mud-Splashes. 


It is, indeed, a dreary thing to be com- 
pelled to walk through town with mud- 
splashed stockings, especially if, as often 
happens, the rain clears suddenly and sun- 
shine comes to accentuate all defects. Put 
there is yet a more annoying experience!

Perfect shape is 
preserved by a ‘‘zip’’ fastening, which does 
away with the fag of endless buttoning and 
unbuttoning.

HE shops in Paris provide a never-failing 
[ie ne wanders along the Rue de is 

Paix, shopping with one’s eyes, if not 
with one’s purse, from. the Rue de la Paix 
along the Rue St. Honore, and into the Rue 
de Rivoli, where every other shop seems to 
be crammed with jewellery, real or artificial 
—how can oue tell nowadays? 

The fashion for pearls has increased tre- 
mendotsly. I strongly suspect ‘that the 
carpet-sellers who wander aimlessly along the 
Boulevards -will suddenly appear with ropes 
of pearls on their arms instead of carpets 
Nearly every woman nowadays wears a rope 
of pearls and large pearl earrings, 

Jade necklaces, with earrings to match; are 
also much liked, and these are usually worn 
with a black or a Prussian blue dress, which 
they throw into relief amazingly well. The 
bands of diamonds that are worn on the arms 
are very beautiful. 

It seems the fashion to wear one’s’ watch 
on a kind of jewelled fob, which-may-be in 
any semi-precious stone, or of enamel cleverly 
set with stones, Jewels do not go well with 
sports suits though, and one’s pearls should 
be left at home when the tailored suit: is 
worn.

The 
tree grows from a solid piece of. onyx 
‘earth ” in a tiny pot of chdlcedony, and 
it is enclosed in a glass case, . A drooping 
branch that. hangs over the edge of the 
flower pot points in turn to the little-diamond 
numerals placed round the rim. 

Clocks that conceal their identity are a 
speciality in Paris these days. Little ‘‘ monu- 
ments ” and ‘‘ pictures’ of precious stones 
and metals all serve as timepieces. Another 
fancy is for clocks that show an entire face 
earved out of jade.

They 
were in a long show-case in the reading room

REDUCTION IN FILLERS’ 
| WAGES. 


On a vote taken at a general meeting 
yesterday .of the members of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union it was |

2d. per ton in wages for coal fillers discharg- 
ing coal cargoes in Dublin. This reduction, 
it was explained, applied only to coal fillers, 
the agreement of 1926 to remain with this 
exception.

OVERCROWDED ’BUSES. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S WARNING. 


A warning of the imposition of heavy 
fines on conductors of ‘buses who allow over- 
crowding was given at Dundalk District 
Court by Justice Goff. 

Michael Collier, a conductor, and Michael 
Penteny, the driver, were charged with per- 
mittang overcrowding. A Civic Guard - sed 
that before the "bus started from Dundalk for 
Dublin he stopped the driver and told him 
that if he admitted all the people who were 
waiting for the ‘bus a prosecution would 
foliow. Later he st the vehicle and 
found thirty-one somes sitting and sixteen 
standing in a “bug which was licensed to 
carry only thirty peopie. 

Mr.. O'Hagan, solicitor, for the proprietor, 
stated that he was not there to condone 
offences inst the law, but he suggested 
that the driver had nothing to do with the 
matter, being in the same position. as the 
driver of a train who did what he was told 
by his guard. 

The District Justice said that it was he 
whe had suggested that in these cases the 
drivers should also be summoned for aiding 
and abetting. If there was over-crowding in 
a ‘bus the driver could very easily stop it 
by refusing to drive, and he was certain that 
ihe owners were not the people to compel 
their employés to break the law. The fact 
that there were many school-children travel- 
ling on this “bus merely aggravated the 
offence. If there had been an explosion or 
any untoward happening on the ‘bus the 
chiidven were certain to get into a panic 
anu the results might be extremely serious 
ior the entire occupants. He fined the con- 
ductor £1 and the driver 2s. 6d. as a 
warning. In future cases of the sort the 
maximum fines would be imposed and no 
excuses of any sort would be taken.

ISLANDERS REFUSE TO 
PAY. 


CLARE RATE COLLECTOR’S 
DILEMMA. 


Writing to the Finance Committee of the 
Clare County Council, Mr. M. J. MacNamara, 
solicitor, stated that he had been instructed 
by Mr. M. Hehir, Rate Collector of Bally- 
nacally, to request the Committee to make 
application to the Free State Government for 
assistance in the collection of rates due by the 
ishabitants of islands on the River Fergus. 
He suggested that a boat and sufficient men 
be provided tu enable him to make seizures 
for rates due. As things stood at present, 
the islanders refused to pay, and he was 
unable to collect either the current rate or 
arrears. He had obtained decrees against 
the defaulters, but he had been unable to 
levy them. If assistasce could not be obtained 
from the Government then there seemed a 
very poor prospect of the collection of these 
rates, 

The Committee by resolution requested the 
Free State Minister for Local Government 
to take steps to have Collector Hehir pro- 
vided with the necessary facilities to enable 
him collect the rates in question.

TOURIST HOTELS. 


Mr. Seamus Murphy, Chairman, presided 
at a meeting of the Dublin City Commissioners 


on Saturday last. Dr. and Mr. 
Commissioner Hernon were in attend-

In his quarterly report on technical educa- 
tion, Mr. Hernon mentioned that in a NEE 
on the training for catering trades it 
keen stated that outside the City of Dublin 
there were about fifteen hotels in the Free 
State which employed chefs permanently, and 
sx or seven which employed them during the 
tourist season.

It was noted with approval that the Dublin 
Handkerchief Company had undertaken to 
employ all girls trained on the hemstitching 
machine. 

_ Meetings had been held with representa- 
tives of employers and trade unions in the 
watch and clockmaking industries with a 
view to training of apprentices. It was 
believed that such a course of training would 
be highly beneficial to the trade, and, as 
undertakings had been given that if ten 
apprentices were trained under the day 
apprentice school scheme they would be 
absorbed in the industry at the conclusion 
of their two years, it had been decided to 
inaugurate an apprentice course in watch- 
making. It had been generaily agreed that 
it would be necessary to go to Switzérland or 
Great Britain to find a teacher possessing the 
special qualifications required. 

Arising out of a letter from the Local 
Government Department in regard to training 
of sanitary inspectors, preliminary arrange- 
ments had been made for the provision of a 
three months’ course of training to suitable 
spplicants from any part of the Saorstat. 

The financial estimate and scheme for the 
academic year 1928-22 estimated the income 
at £44,360 and the expenditure at £46,336. 

The accumulated funds, which consisted of 
the unexpended portions of endowment grants 
received in past years, were invested in 
National Loan Stock (£21,098), and would be 
applied to meet the estimated deficit in the 
working of the scheme for the year 1928-59.

RATE COLLECTORS. 

Mr. Hernon, in the course of a report 
dealing with finance and genera] purposes, 
referred to remuneration of rate collectors, 
and said he made an order in September, 
1927, to the effect that full bonus on collec- 
tion was to be paid to the collectors without 
reference to limit of total remuneration. The 
City Accountant pointed out that the order 
might be somewhat ambiguous in its present 
form, and he (the Commissioner) wished to 
amplify it. 

t might happen that, in cases of excep- 
tionall collections, rate collectors, on 
the calculation of the bonus on collection, 
might receive remuneration exceeding that 
attaching to the grade of staff officer. The 
excess over the staff officer’s scale can only 
amount in any case to a comparatively small 
sum, and in view of the considerations that 
prompted the Commissioners to adopt the 
present basis of remuneration, he thought it 
would be unwise to limit the remuneration 
of rate collectors strictly to that attaching to 
the grade of staff officer. 

He added that in submitting the former 
report that was his intention, and he recom- 
mended that the report and the resolution 
adopting it be so amended as to give effect to 
this interpretation as if made perfectly clear 
in the original report.

WARNING TO CLARE ROAD 


CONTRACTORS. 


In recommending that £5,455 be paid to 
road contractors and that £8,253 be deferred, 
Mr. F. Dowling, County Surveyor for Clare, 
informed the County Council that if he were 
rigidly to adhere to the terms of the specifi- 
cations very few contractors would be entitled 
to payment. Many contractors made a pre- 
tence of doing some work at the approach of 
inspections by the Assistant County Surveyor, 
but during the remainder of the year they 
were Satisfied to let the roads take care of 
themselves. As a result the roads in many 
centres were far short of their supplies of 
road material. 

The contractors’ attempts at trimming and 
widening the roads were a mockery and they 
tried to ignore as far as possible all his in- 
structions with reference to hedge pruning. 
If contractors expected to get paid next 
January they should pay strict attention to 
the matters he had mentioned before then. 

“As far as I am concerned," he added, "I 
shall see that reasonable value is given by 
the contractors for any money paid to them, 
and I shall not tolerate a worse condition of 
affairs than prevailed under direct labour.”’ 

The Council approved of the County 
Surveyor's report.

TOBACCO DISTRIBUTION IN A 
WORKHOUSE. 


Writing to the Omagh Board of Guardians 
on Saturday, the Minister of Home Affairs in 
Northern Ireland reported that they had re- 
ceived from their Auditor the report of an 
éxtraordinary audit of the accounts of the 
Master of the Workhouse from Ist April, 
1928, to 29th October, 1928, and they in- 
formed the Guardians that the Auditor found 
that the Master had shown in his, tobacco 
book issues amounting to 47 ounces of tobacco 
to seven patients of the fever hospital who, ip 
fact, received no tobacco. It was stated that 
this tobacco was given to other inmates. 

The Ministry regarded the action of the 
Master as very unsatisfactory in crediting 
inmates with tobacco who never, in fact, re- 
ceived it, and serious notice would be taken 
of any further irregularities of the kind.

POVERTY AND DISTRESS. 


Only those who come into direct contact 
with individual cases through the adminis- 
tration of the relief can visualise the 
conditions under which a large percentage 
of Cork’s thousands of ex-Service men and 
their dependants eke out a bare liveli- 

Since their discharge from the 
Army many of them have been unem- 
ployed, and close on two thousand cases of 
dire poverty are on the books of the local 
committee. Despite the fact that grants 
amounting almost to three times the local 
contributions were made last year by the 
Central Committee, very little can be done 
to provide relief because many of the cases 
which are investigated by the committee 
do not come within the conditions which 
have to be observed in the distribution of 
grants from the Ear] Haig Fund. These 
people were assisted Jast year through the 
generosity of an anonymous donor, who 
gave £100 to aid the work of the local 
committee. This gift has been repeated 
this year, and the suggestion is made that 
a series of entertainments, in addition to 
those which have already been held, would 
augment this special fund considerably 
and go a long way towards reducing the 
difficult task of the voluntary workers. 

It is to be hoped that those ex-Service 
men who are more fortunately placed than 
many of their former comrades will rally 
to their support by becoming active 
members of the British Legion, and in this 
connection it may be mentioned that one 
step towards extending the influence of the 
branch here and increasing its member- 
ship is a movement which is now on foot 
to bring in all ex-officers in Munster. 


TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


A particularly gratifying feature of the 
increased tourist traffic in Ireland during 
the past season is the fact that the 
increase of 20 per cent. in patronage over 
the previous year in the majority of cases 
is attributed in reports from leading 
hotels and other interests throughout the 
country to home and cross-Channel 
visitors. "There has been an increasing 
number of motorists, and the number of 
touring cars alone from outside the Free 
State is estimated to have been more than 
double last year’s number. 

Much valuable work still remains to be 
done in the development of this side of 
the tourist traffic, and the foregoing facts 
serve only to emphasise the importance of 
home organisation and of further popular- 
ising the aim and objects of the Irish 
Tourist Development Association. Re- 
ferring to the matter recently, Mr. J. C. 
Foley, the President, appealed for in- 
creased support, pointing out that the 
publicity revenue was wholly inadequate 
for the heavy administrative charges it 
had to bear. 


CORK SHOPPING CARNIVAL. 


It is now almost twelve months since 
the Cork Publicity Association was estab- 
lished by a small body of business men 
of the city, whose initial effort, the Cork 


Christmas Shopping Carnival, last De- 
cember, was highly successful from every 
point of view, despite the unfortunate 
weather which preveiled almost through- 
out the whole ight. The project was 
promoted with a view not oply to improve 
the trade of the city, but to mark 
the first Christmas since the complete 
restoration of the city’s principal shopping 
centre, which was wiped out almost 
entirely during the troubled times in 
Ire Since then the Association has 
been converted into a limited _ liability 
company, and registered under the 
Companies Act, thas establishing it on a 
permanent basis; and next month a 
similar shopping carnival will be organised 


on lines similar to last Christmas will be 
carried out, and it is hoped to introduce 
new lighting effects, which will convert 
the city at night into a veritable fairy 
land. Arrangements have already been 
completed to provide cheap travelling 
facilities from the neighbouring towns, 
and last year’s Red Star Prize scheme 
will also be repeated, but on a much 
largeg scale. 

The carnival, which will open on 8th 
December, and will be continued until 
Christmas Eve, should have a beneficial 
effect on the trade and prosperity of the 
city; and, as the sole aim of the new 
company is the promotion and encourage- 
ment of the civic, commercial and indus- 
trial welfare of all persons and corpora- 
tions residing, owning property, or en- 
gaged in business in the City of Cork, it 
is confidently anticipated that the move- 
ment wili be representative of all shades 
of opinion. 


THE CASE OF THE SERVANT GIRL. 
The loneliness and drudgery of the life 


of maidservants was referred to by the 
Right Rev. Dr. Dowse, Bishop of Cork. 
Cloyne and Ross, at the annual meeting 
of the Cork Women’s Aid Society during 
the week, when it was stated that the 
majority of the cases that the Association 
was called upon to assist were drawn from 
the servant girl class. Dr. Dowse said 
that he thought that oftentimes it was 
the longing for a “little bit of excite- 
ment’’ which brought these girls into 
danger, and they should try to get some 
solution for the problem of providipg 
them with some useful sort of amusement 
in their times of relaxation. Pointing to 
the brighter side of the question, his lord- 
ship asked was it not a marvellous thing 
that their boys and girls were so good, 
having regard to the lack of privacy and 
the lack of supply of the very necessities 
and decencies of life in tenement houses 
in cities like Dublin and Cork. The 
marvel was not, he thought, that this boy 
or that girl went wrong, but rather that 
so few of them comparatively went wrong, 
and that so many of them were straight 
and honourable and true and upright. 

The big responsibility resting with 
mistresses in regard to their servants was 
emphasised by Mrs. M‘Neill. The unend- 
ing washing of dishes and the unending 
war on dirt made for a monotonons 
existence, particularly in houses where 
only one servant was kept ; and the loneli- 
ness and rebelliousness were aggravated 
when mistresses were inclined to expect 
their girl to do more than she possibly 
could. 


BACKWARD RATE COLLECTIONS. 


Although the two moieties of the rates 
for County Cork were. payable since the 
1st October last, over sixty per cent. of 
the total remains uncollected, the t-tal 
amount outstanding being over £200 000. 
A special committee was recently appointed 
by the Council to imquire inte the back- 
ward state of the collections, and circulars 
have been sent to all the rate collectors 
in the county calling attention to the 
matter. In only a few of the urban areas 
have the councils met the demands made 
on them, and they owe the County Council 
virtually a full year’s demand. 

It is frequently asserted that the 
abnormal amount of arrears is due to a 
depression in the agricultural industry ; 
but the present position is not entirely 
caused by this fact. Negligence on the 
part of some rate collectors is also alleged 
to be a contributory factor, and Mr. D. L. 
O’Gorman cited one instance where an 
official who neglected to call on a rate- 
payer for the rates for the first moiety 
insisted on collecting the two sums 
together. When the first amount was 
tendered he declined to accept it, and no 


payment was made. 


CONDITION OF COUNTY 
CORK GRAVEYARD. 


HEALTH BOARD’S ACTION. 


At the meeting of the Cork County Board 
of Health, which was held in Cork last 
Saturday, reports were read from medical 
officers of health relative to the condition of 
burial grounds in their respective districts. 
In the majority of cases it was stated that 
the graveyards were well kept and in good 
condition, but in a few reports it was dis- 
closed that the graveyards were ill-kept and 
in bad condition, and that in some places 
coffins were exposed. 

The Chairman (Mr. Corcoran) said that the 
reports deserved all the consideration that 
had been given to them. 

Mr. Donovan asked was it stated that 
bones were exposed in the Aghabullogue 
graveyard. 

The Secretary said that the report in that 
instance stated : ‘‘ The graveyard is in a bad 
sanitary condition, and very much neglected. 
There are piles of old coffin boards on the 
surface of the ground. In one case almost 
the complete shell of a small coffin contain- 
ing a few human bones is exposed. There 
are some more human bones thrown around. 
The place is overgrown with grass and 
briars. It is recommended that the coffin 
boards be burned, the bones buried, the 
grass and briars cut, and the paths cleared 
up 
Mr. Donovan said that that state of affairs 
did not reflect credit on the caretaker of 
the place. 

The Secretary said that the caretaker at 
Aghabullogue was allowed £4 per year. 

It. was decided to take steps to remedy the 
bad condition of the few graveyards un- 
favourably reported on, and to appoint care- 
takers to graveyards where none existed at 
present. 

On the motion of Mr. Corry, seconded 
by Mr. Daly, it was agreed that caretakers of 
graveyards be id half-yearly in future, 
and that a certificate from the clerk of works 
for the area, certifying that each graveyard 
was in a proper condition, be necessary be- 
fore payment was made. 

It was agreed, on the motion of Mr. 
Ahern, that steps be taken to revise the 
salaries of burial ground caretakers in the 
southern area, with a view of fixing more 
equitable remuneration than at present exist- 
ing.

VIEWS AT BLACKROCK 
DEBATING SOCIETY. 


That advertising, as exploited in Ireland, is 
unsuited in appeal, and that certain classes 
of advertising are immoral, was the opinion 
expressed by Mr. Frank Hugh O'Donnell last 
Saturday night before the members of the 
Blackrock, Co. Dublin, .Debating Society. 
Mr. P. W. Joyce, barrister-at-law, Chairman 
of the Society, presided, and Mr. Kevin J. 


Kenny opposed the motion. 

Mr. O'Donnell said that he based his 
assertion on the fact that no serious or 
studious effort had been made to appeal to 
Irish mentality in a truly Irish way. Ad- 
vertisin was absolutely necessary to 
economic progress. There was no serious 
effort to realise the importance of brand in 
Irish industry. With the exception of the 
Free State Ministry for Agriculture, Irish 
manufacturers did not realise the qualities 
behind brand. 

Mr. Kenny, in reply, said that he main- 
tained that Irish professional advertising men 
were on the right lines. National customs 
were dying out through international com- 
munications., An English advertising mun 
would probably use the same ma in 
Dublin papers as he woald in London onea, 
and an Irish advertising man in the reverse 
case would do the same. An Irish adver- 
tising man might save his client from making 
mistakes that were contrary to Irish national 
feeling. 

Possibly, in another generation or two, 
when the men and women of this counirv 
adopted their own standards of fashion, ad- 
vertisers would change their type of appeal: 
but that was another day’s work. As to 
immorality in certain forms of advertisement, 
Mr. Kenny said that the fact that some 
advertisers did err in this respect 
should not. be taken as proof that all 
advertising, or even a great part of it 
was unreal. It was quite possible ie 
sell an article at half, or less’ than half its 
regular value, and yet make a profit, or, at 
any rate, suffer no loss. Into this came the 
whole question of sere 

A form of advertising which he considered 
bordered on the immoral was that designed 
to get from the public a higher price on an 
article than it was worth. Advertising brought 
the crowd, it took value to make the sales. 
The business house that failed to live up to 
its advertising would pretty quickly put up 
its shutters. The aim of all advertising men. 
and of the leading newspapers, was to secure 
truth in advertising, and the nearer they kept 
to that ideal the better it would be for all 
concerned. ' 

Mr. Mofsovitz said that if it were not for 
adverfising they would not have a ‘good 
many of the amenities of life that they en- 
joved FEAR 

Mr. Gordon E. Kelly said that he deplored 

the fact that film advertising was not utilised 
more freely. 
Mr. O’Donnell, in concluding the debate, 
said that they must create a peculiar type of 
salesmanship and phy se: for Ireland, as 
the Americans and the English had done for 
their own peculiar types of mind.

“GRAVE ISSUE” RAISED.

I by for the moment the question 
whether the Imperial Government was wise 
in permitting a ion of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council to be questioned 
at all; whether it. was wise in promising to 
introduce legislation to annul that decision. 
Some who can speak with much greater 
authority than I can on points of constitu. 
tional law would, I think, be slow to answer 
these questions in the affirmative. 

But let that pass. A mew situation has 
now arisen. Rightly or wrongly, the case 
was referred to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, but only on the limited 

int whether a Treasury minute of March 

, 1922, had or had not been improperly 
ignored by the Judicial Committee when it 
arrived at a decision in favour of the civil 
servants in their contention against the 
Southern Irish Government, The Free State 
Government assented to this course, 
Judicial Committee has now virtually re- 
affirmed the decision of the previous board, 
and will advise His Majesty accordingly. 
The Finance Minister of the Free State has, 
according to your Cor dent, announced 
that his Government will defy the ruling of 
the Privy Council and “will not pay a 
farthing more in consequence " of that ruling. 

Thus a very grave issue is raised. Let it 
be remembered that the whole tendency of 
the Report on Inter i Relations 
adopted by the last up oi Conference. was 
to exalt the authority of the King tf Council 
and to minimise that of the King in Parlia- 
ment. No longer were the Dominions to be 
ix any sense subordinate to the Imperial 
Parliament, though they freely and frankly 
acknowledged the authority the Imperial 
Crown. 

More than once in rour columns and in 
Parliament I have ventured to call attention 
to the dangers inherent in this distinction, 
in the attempt to distinguish between the 
legislative and executive powers of the 
Crown. My apprehensions are not, I admit, 
shared by those at present in authority. 
But no one will deny that the Supreme 
Jadicature is an i le adjunct of the 
Monarchy. The Judicial Committee is, in a 
sphere of peculiar yer the adviser of 
the King in Council. To defy its re vs 
to threaten the existence oí that golden link 
of the Crown which is admittedly "the 
strongest, if, indeed, it be not the only, 
remaining link between the Dominions and 
the Imperial Government. 

I forbear for the moment from further 
comment; but I would enter an immediate 
and an earnest. plea that this matter may 
treated, in all parties, with a sense of re- 
sponsibility befitting the discussion of a con- 
stitutional problem. already grave, bat which 
levity or carelessness might render vital. 


A DISQUIETING FEATURE. 


The Dublin Correspondent of the Sunday 
Times, writing on thá same subject, says :— 

The final decision of the Privy Council in 
the Wigg-Cochrane case marks the last stage 
in the legal tussle over trdnsferred officers’ 
rights. But it does not appear to be by any 
means the last word on the matter. [t must 
be a source of satisfaction to those who have 
regard for the sanctity of our Courts that 
this unprecedented and untsual form of in- 
quiry has sustained the ruling of the legal 
committee. The opposite course might have 
established a most awkward precedent. The 
really disqueting feature, however, is the 
attitude of the Irish Government towards 
this decision. Mr. Blythe, the Minister of 
Finance, claims that his Government has 
been perfectly consistent throughout. In a 
recent interview he is reported to have 
said :'— 

“ It has nothing to do with us. When the 
original decision was given, we made our 
opinion perfectly clear. We said it was an 
entirely inequitable decision, a decision such 
as we could not accept, and which we had no 
intention of accepting. Really we are not 
interested. '' 

It is difficult to see by what right Mr. 
Blythe and his Government claim immunity 
from the judgment of supreme legal authority. 
It is certainly a course calculated to bring 
the law into grave discredit, and one which 
has no tinge of justification, legal or moral, 
in the present case. 


MECHANICAL MUSIC.

DR. GRANVILLE BANTOCK ON 
PROFESSIONAL PROSPECTS. 
Professor Granville Bantock, Mus. ~ac, 

had some interesting things to say concerning 

the future of music and musicians in Belfast 
on Saturday last, when he was present at the 
distribution of prizes and certificates won in 
connection with the summer examinations of 

Trinity College, London. Almost 600 con- 

testants received awards from the hands of 

the Lady Mayoress (Lady Turner). 

Sir Frederick Moneypenny presided, and 
in introducing Professor Bantock, seid that 
every movement for the development of musiv 
had claimed his warm sympathy and hearty 
support, and he had done much to encourage 
and promote competitive festivals. 

Professor Bantock said that he viewed with 
some anxiety the futare of the youn 
musical aspirant. If all the 600 who had 
received certificates that evening were going 
in for the musical profession he could not see 
how they were going to make their living 
ont of it. They were living in an age of 
science which was advancing by strides every 
day, and had superseded all individual effort. 

e could quite imagine that in a very few 
years there would be no longer any bands in 
the theatres, picture houses, or restaurants. 

What was going to become of the emplov- 

ment of the actual musicians’? . Music would 

be supplied by mechanical. means, such as 
ovashanhete and amplifiers. 


A FIELD FOR ENJOYMENT. 

He had heard in a London theatre, in be- 
tween the acts, music supplied by a grama- 
phone with amplifier. That looked as if the 
future was going to be very difficult for the 
young musician, as music would be moro 
and more mechanical, and there were going 
to be fewer opportunities for the exercise of 
individual effort. It would be a case of the 
survival of the’ fittest. 

In the case of singers, he imagined that 
there again competition would be very keen. 
Only a very few would be selected to make 
gramaphone records for people to listen to in 
their own homes. 

He did not want to leave the impression 
that there was no good in going in for music. 
There was one field where they could still 
enjoy individual music, and that was in the 
musical festivals where competitions took 
place. ‘These festivals were spreading all 
over England, and they were received with 
enthusiasm by listeners and attended with 
delight by competitors. 

He hoped that the young musicians he was 
addressing would give their local festivals 
every support, for at them they would find 
themselves in competition with their equals, 
and would have opportunities of coming to 
the front. (Applause.)

PURCHASE SCHEME 
FOR CORK. 


At the meeting of the Southern Commiitec 
of the Cork County Board of Health, which 
was held last Saturday in the Courthouse, 
Cork, Mr. T. Corcoran, Chairman, said that 
he attended a meeting of the General Council 
of County Councils in Dublin on the previous 
day, when the question of the sale of 
labourers’ cottages to the labourers through- 
out the country was discussed. It was an- 
nounced at the meeting that only four County 
Committees, including Kerry, had sent up 
such a scheme. In the County Cork they had 
three committees. 
be well if they held a joint meeting to discuss 
the question and draw up a scheme for the 


county. 
THE PURCHASE MONEY. 
Mr. Donovan—Where would the purchase 
money come. from? 
The Chairman said that he did not think 
much money would be required for the pur- 
pose, but he thought it would be done on the 


same lines as the land business: 

Mr. Donovan—And where well vou get 
security? 

The Chairman said that their Committee's 
difficulty was that they were a distinct body 
from any of the other boards, inasmuch «+ 
they had to deal with a large suburban ares, 
and there were a great many cottages in their 
area that were occupied by people who were 
not labourers, and were not entitled to the 
benefits of the Labourers’ Act. The Com- 
mittee were not disposed to dispossess such 
parties, but they certainly could not give 
them the cottages at the small price or rent 
provided for the ordinary labourers’ cottages. 
Another difficulty wag that the needy man 
might sell his house to a person who would 
not. be a Jabourer, and would.not, therefore, 
be entitled to the cottage. 

Mr. Daly said that it was a matter for 
legislation. 

RATEPAYERS’ LOSS. 

Mr. Corry asked what was the average loss 
—so much in the £—on the cottages at the 
present time. 

The Secretary, Mr. D. Egan. said that 
throughout the area it would be an average 
of 8d. in the &. 

Mr. Corry said that if they could save that 
sum for the ratepayers and manage to keep 
the cottages in the possession of labourers in 
the — they would be able to do good 
work, 

The Chairman said that the ratepayers 
would be at a loss in the first instance under 
a purchase scheme. The rents received from 
cottages did not pay for their upkeep, and 
rates were paying for the loan under which, 
they were constructed, 

was agreed that copies of the schemes 
prepared in Kerry and Kildare should be 
circulated among members of the County 
Board and its three committees, and that 
steps should be taken to hold a conference of 
those bodies, at a date to be arranged, to 
deal with the question of the preparation 
of a scheme of purchase for Cork County.

The Farmer’s. Progress, 
The figures. which “we, publish to-day 
j relative: to the: condition of Irish agri- 
culture in the year which ended on June 
Ist, 1928,: are encouraging. - They show 
that throughout Ireland there was a con- 
| siderable increase in the land under crops 
and in the numbers of all kinds of live- 
stoek on the farms. In: the Free State 
the total area of ploughed land increased 
by 1:2 per cent. This is not a large gain, 
but it is substantial. It marks the turn- 
ing point from.decline towards recovery. 
In an address to the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce on the last. day of last month 
Mr. Patrick Hogan, "Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture, said that the farmers of 
the Free State ought to aim at the increase 
of the. area of their tillage by .16 to 
| 20 per cent. ‘In some crops the last 
farming year marked long strides towards 
| the accomplishment of Mr. Hogan’s desire. 
i The area under barley increased by nearly 
7. per cent:, that under mangolds by 6 per 
cont., and that under turnips by 3.4 
per cent. The’ Jand under flax—small, 
indeed; . but not contemptible—increased 
by more than one-third. On. the 
other hand, there was a heavy de- 
Cline in the -wheat. crop. Yet. more 
encouraging than the slight. improve- 
ment in tillage..is. the improvement in 
numbers of live-stock. - During recent 
calamitous years many farming districts 
were almost stripped of live-stock. Cattle 
that were the. mainstay of many a small 
| holding - were sold to stave off immediate

'} destruction, and the money that they 


| brought was spent on passages for the 
+ able-bodied .members oí the. family. to 
i America. i | 

, The turning ‘point, we believe, is passed. 
Three good. harvests have checked the 
course. of . agricultural ruin. The rural 
population ‘has sunk to the level which 
the hand, in its present backward state, 
can support. Hafdship’ has 'sobered men 
| whom. the “boom”. years of the war 
hád encouraged to over-confidence and 
indolency. Frugality has come perforce, 
and industry is returning.” Farms are 
| being: re-stocked. _- To-day’s statistics show 
that the total nunjber of cattle on Free 
State’ farms. increased last year. by nearly 
2 per cent., but this figure’ does not reveal 
the trae.measure of the improvement. Old 
and‘ dry cattle removed ‘from the land do 
not.represent a true capital loss ; for they 
are -translated iniv money. It is in the 
number; of ‘young, fruitful cattle that 
increase or decrease is a matter of vital 
import. _ Happily, the statistics show that 
the number of cattle of one and two years 
of age rose by no less than 12.6 per cent. 
and the .number .oíf .cattle of .three and 
four “years of age by.” almost as large’ a 
próportion. . A continuance on these lines 
would signify the total re-stocking of the 
land within a few yeárs. It would signify, 
too, a: parallel inerease in the country s 
output‘ of dairy products. There were 
increases last -year>also, in the country’s 
stocks of sheep, horses, pigs and poultry. 
The: mereases. in pigs and: poultry were 
the smallest. , This .is easily comprehensible 
in respect of pigs; for the pig trade at all 
times is fluctuating and uncertain. A rise 
in ithe price of bacon: will stimulate a 
swift multiplication of aninials, which in 
turn will cause a.reaction. Poultry, how- 
ever, ought steadily to increase. 

H is likely that Ireland's present pro- 
duétion of eggs ‘could be doubled without 
saturating, the market. . It may be that 
the country’s. present’ stocks of poultry re- 
present almést the maximum that can be 
maintained under old-fashioned methods. 
The ‘well-appointed poultry houses and 
runs ‘that : : 
farms, and still more the poultry farm 
itself, are strange to the greater part oí 
the, Irish countryside. Poultry-keeping 
and egg-production must be seen with a

Franz Schubert, 

One hundred years ago to-day Franz 
Schubert died: History affotds few 
parallels to the life-story of this kindly, 
whimsical genius. It is a story. of divine 
inspiration, harassed by poverty, beset by 
disappointment, yet emerging in posthu- 
mous glory from all its bitter trials. 
Schubert was only thirty-one when he died. 
Into that short life he crammed an 
enormous output of music. He left more 
than six hundred songs, ten symphonies, 
Six masses, several operas and a host “of 
sonatas, cantatas, overtures and string 
compositions. He began to write music 
almost as soon as he was able to take a 
pen in his hand. His father was a school- 
teacher in Vienna, who quickly recognised 
that his son had uncommon talent. 
Young Franz learned to play the violin, 
and soon outstripped ‘all his teachers. 


‘When he was only sixteen years of age 


he wrote a symphony.. Thereafter he 
wrote unceasingly, producing Frlkénig, 
o..¢ of the most magnificent songs. ever 


| written, before his nineteenth birthday. 


He taught music for a’ time, but never 
obtained a lucrative post. Yet he per- 


‘sisted with his work; for the irresistible 


the driving 
whether 


impulse to. compose was 
force of his whole : life, 
he ate or starved, he - continued 
works of imperishable 
value. The musical purists of Vienna 
probably despised Schubert for his lack 
of technical profundity. He knew little 
of counter-point, and committed all sorts 
of heresies against the musical conven- 
tions of his times; but music was as the 
breath in his nostrils.: Sitting in a -beer- 
garden with a few boon companions one 
afternoon, he was seized with the idea for 
‘Hark, Hark, the. Lark,’ one of his 
loveliest songs, and in a few minutes the 
lyric was completed. “ Who is Sylvia?” 
also was the product of a July afternoon 
in the Prater, and many ‘of the most 
famous songs were composed in this way— 
on the surging inspiration of a moment. 
Mayrhofer tells that sometimes, when he 
was writing a poem, Schubert would 
snatch the pages of his manuscript from 
him and have his verses set to music 
before the ink dry. Yet this 
transcending genius—the man who may 
be said to have been father of the módern 
seng—was always poor, He was the 
shyest creature imaginable, and had a 
terror of publishers. Often he would sell 
a song for the sum of tenpence rather 
with the buyer. . It. is

than argue 


estimated. that his total earnings over a 
| period of about. thirteen years were less 


than £600—an amount which — to-day 
would be scorned by the writer of a single 
“jazz"’ tune. Poor: Schubert had’ no 
business capacity; ‘His ,appearance was 
against him—his friend Lachner once said 
that he “looked like a eab-man '—and he 
suffered terribly from nervousness. When 
he met Beethoven he actually ran away, 
so great was his terror of the master, and 
every publisher in Vienna could bully him 
into immediate acquiescence in the most 
ridiculous offer. Probably the finest song 
writer of all time, Franz Schubert in his 
death commands reverence throughout the 
civiltsed world. He did not live to see 
the triumph of his genius; for his life, 
like his most widely-known . work, was 
“unfinished.” In that hierarchy of great 
names, however—Mozart, Handel, Bach, 
Beethoven, Wagner and the rest—the 
name of Schubert holds a place of pride.

‘The storm which’ “ o’er pale Britannia 
passed ' during the: week-end: was one’ of 
the “worst which ‘has been experienced 
during recent. years.” In the English 
Channel it is reported at, one time to have 
reached a velocity of a hundred miles an 
hour. Themajn fury of the gale swept over 
the South of England and South Wales. 
Diners in a Southampton restaurant ‘had 
& narrow escape, when a large crane. fell 
on the building. Many fatal. accidents 
occurred which were ‘caused by falling 
trees or masonry. Houses ‘were blown 
down, plate-glass was broken, and. com. 
munication with many places in Wales 
was' interrupted. The lifeboat crews 
heroically did their part. .Six lifeboats 
were out on. Friday night, and they suc- 
ceeded in saving many shipwrecked sailors 
without loss of life, but the crew of the 
Mary Stanford, of Rye, were less fortu- 
nate. The loss of the Mary Stanford. is 
one of the greatest disasters that have 
occurred in the lifeboat service for a 
generation. An hour before dawn, when 
the gale was rising fagt, a message came 
to the lifeboat statin that a ship was in 
distress off Dungeness. ‘The lifeboat, with 
her crew of. seventeen, at once put 
out to the rescue, but capsized only a 
mile from shore. Not.a single life was 
saved. The men were drowned in 
sight of their mothers, wives and children. 
They included three brothers and a father 
and his two song.. The gale continued to 
blow. on the following day and was raging 
in full force around the little building 
where an inquest was being ‘held on the 
bodies which had been recovered from the 
sea. It should not need tragedies such as 
this to remind the public of how worthy 
the lifeboat serviee is of support.

As a matter of 
fact, Friday sittings are becoming a 
constant anxiety to the Conservative 
Party; for, with a general election, tie 
temptation for members to slip away to 
their constituencies for the week-end 
becomes stronger as time passes. At the 
same time, as the Government cannot be 
allowed to run the risk of defeat on the 
Local Government Bill, some steps will 
certainly be taken. | 


A Legislative Proposal. 


One of the most important politica! 
events of the past week has escaped notice 
in the attention given to the debate on the 
Address in the House of Commons. It 
was the adoption of a motion by Lord 
Hunsdon in the House of Lords on a sug- 
gestion that bills might be carried forward 
to a new session in certain eventualities. 
A joint committee is to be appointed to 
investigate and report on a carry-ove! 
scheme, so that the House of Lords may be 
enabled to do its work better. -What Lord 
Hunsdon desires is that a bill -passed in 
the Commons should carry over into the 
next session, so that.the Lords shall have 
time to examine it more carefally. There 
was no party objection to the proposal, so 
that there. is some evidence that Parlia- 
ment is beginning to see how badly its 
legislative work is done. 


A Procedure Committee. 


The House of Commons, too, is to have 
a Procedure Committee on the better use of 
private members’ time. The Carry-Over 
Committee is to be a Select Committee of 
both Houses, and presumably the Honse of 
Commons never would consent to let the 
Peers express any opinion on the improve- 
ment of its own methods of doing business ; 
but, if that objection could be overcome, 
this Select Committee would be the best 
body to advise on the whole question of 


procedure 
Agricultural Policy. 

The Conservative Parliamentary Agri- 
cultural Committee has placed on, record 
its appreciation of the manner in which 
the ‘pledges given by the Prime Minister 
with regard to agiicultural matters have 
been carried out. The Ministry of Agri 
culture has played.a more prominent part 
in: parliamentary affairs than in some 
former Administrations, and extremely 
active work has been carried on in con- 
nection with marketing, research and 
agricultural education. Another matter 
on which members of agricultural consti- 
tuencies express gratification is the amount 
of money that has been devoted to the 
maintenance of unclassified roads in rura! 
districts. Agriculture as an industry is 
passing through a lean time, but, In many 
respects, the Government has taken all 
possible steps to lighten the burden. 


A New Loan. 

Once again there are rumours in the 
(iv of London that the Government con- 
i new Conversion Loan beíore 
long. Something like £2,000,000,000 
worth of Government debt has to be 
arranged in the spring, and money will 
have to be borrowed to’ enable the Trea- 
meet its engagements. It 1s 
that British credit. at © the 
moment stands higher than it ever has 
stood since the war, and the guotations lor 
Consols and other Government securities 
are unmistakable indications of this fact. 
Another interesting point is that it is 
suspected that the Treasury has been 
amassing gold independently of the. Bank 
of England for some time past, and that 
the new issue of bank notes will be made 
an occasion for the announcement of this 
move, which; if correct, would tend to 
make money easier and secure a tayoul- 
able atmosphere for the launching oi 4 
new loan. In the circumstances a new 
issue before many days are over would not 
cause surprise. 


London's Storm. 


London has enjoyed a peaceiul Sunda: 
with clear skies and no wind, and was 
duly thankful after the gales and rains 0! 
the past few days. There is little doubt 
that the storm was one of the most violent 
experienced in the London district within 
1 ory. The maximum speed of eight; 
or. miles an hour, reached at Croydon 
Aerodrome at 6.10 p.m. on Friday, has 
had no parallel since comparable instru- 
mental records were instituted in and near 
the metropolis. The lowest limit assigned 
to a full hurricane is seventy-five mules 
an hour, and this has never been attained 
at Kew Observatery since autographic 
observations began in 1895.

Franz 
was the happy recipient of a new piano 
from his father to celebrate his success.

Soon after the production of the Mass 
Schubert began his long series of settings 
of songs to words by. the new German 
school of poets, among whom were some of 
his friends. To the year 1815 belong 
several works: which: still are performed ; 
Schubert at the age of 18 already is an 
accomplished composer. At this time he 
gave much of his attention to the operatic 


form, in which, however, he met with no |. 


The rapidity of his writing, his 
brother Ferdinand declared afterwards, 
was marvellous. He could have set a 
placard to music, Schumann said, referring 
to the facility with which Schubert made 
songs of all the poetry that came his way. 


LOVE OF POETRY. 


A young man_named Schober, who had 
come to Vienna enter the university, 
took a fancy to help Schubert; and, in- 
viting the young genius to share his lodg- 
ings and devote himself to composition, he 
freed the composer from the drudgery of 
school-teaching, for which Schubert had 
shown no great capacity. With Schober 
the composer entered a high-spirited com- 
pany of young men of literary and musical 
bent, the bright infelligentsia of Vienna, 
who loved and admired him. 
_ His readiness in putting music to poetry | 
is illustrated by numerous anecdotes. At 
a friend’s house he picked up a little 
volume which lay on the table, and, be- 
coming interested, carried the book away 
with him. Anxious for the book, the 
friend called next morning at Schubert's 
lodgings, and found that he had already 
set several pieces in it to music. © The 
volume was Wilhelm Muller’s poems: the | 
songs were part of the song-cycle after- 
wards published .as “Die . Schéne 
Mullerin ’’—‘‘ The Fair Maid of the Mill.”

Almost every one of these songs seem 
to be the perfect musical utterance and 
setting of the words. he new element in 
his handling of the song form was the use 
of pianoforte aecompaniment as a partner 
with the voice of the singer.

COXSWAIN DROWNED. 
Dragging operations, which were continued 
until late on Saturday night and resumed 
yesterday, resulted. in the recovery of the 
body of Eric Cole McCollum, coxswain of 
the Bede College (Durham) boat, whose home 
is in Dewsbury, who was drowned in the 
swollen River Wear on Saturday.

Armstrong, 
one of McCollum’s colleagues, also secured 
a lifebelt, which he threw into mid-stream ; 
but, despite all efforts, nothing again was 
seen of McCollum. 

A member of the crew said that two big 
waves came over the stern of the boat, 
which rapidly began to sink.

Mr. Cooper, M.P. (for Black), said that it 
was Quinn who should have been charged.

in to the relatives of the lost seamen.”’ 

r. Vidler added that the Mayor s fund 
for the relief of the bereaved families had 
reached £2,000, but other donations were 
still urgently needed. 

There was a pathetic scene at the local 
parish charch, which stands only a few 
hundred yards from the cluster of hotses 
where the dead men lived. Mr.-C. Pope, 
the verget, who lost three sons in the 
disaster, stood in his ‘usual place in the 
porch of the church yesterday while the 
villagers filed in. Few spoke to him—they 
understood, and so passed him in silence. 
A yard two away was the huge grave, 
in which fifteen bodies so far recoveréd 
ure Ío'be laid. ' 

“I am at my post, but I cannot listen 
to. the Service—not to-day,” Mr. . Pope 
said. “Next Sunday, perhaps, I shall be 
able to.. One of my sons was in the choir 
here, and I cannot sit in that church ahd 
see that empty choir stail.” 

The Vicar, the Rev. Harry Newton, con- 
ducted a simple Service, in which’ there 
was no music or singing of hymns. He 
made no reference in his Service to the 
calamity which has, put every home of the 
village in mourning. 

“I did not mention the disaster,” the 
Vicar said later, “ because the villagers 
are still stunned by the news. They want 
to be quiet, to be left to themseives at. the 
moment. Next Sunday I shall hold a 
Memorial Service. The Service will be 
big, I know; so I shall arrange for it to 
be held by the graveside. My little church 
will scarcely hold the congregation.”’

OBITUARY. 


COLONEL FREDERICK 


BEAUCHAMP LECKY, D.S.0O. 

The late Colonel Frederick Beauchamp 
Lecky, D.S.O., whose death we announced en 
Saturday, had a very distinguished military 
career. He was educated at Uppingham and 
the Royal Military Academy. Im 1878 he was 
gazetted to the Royal Artillery and first 
was on active service in the Egyptian cam- 
paign of 1882, being awarded the medal, with 
clasp, Tel-el-Kebir and the Khedive Star. He 
fought in the South African war of 1899-1902, 
and was mentioned in despatches and received 
the D.S.O., the Queen's Medal, with five 
clasps, and the King’s Medal, with two 
clasps. In 1908 he retired from service, and, 
on the death of his nephew, who was killed 
in action in Mesopotamia, he inherited the 
family estate of Ballykealy, in County Carlow. 
He married, in 1921, Edith Alice, eldest 
daughter of the late Sir Thomas Butler, 
Bart., of Ballintemple, Co. Carlow, and leaves 
no issue. His death is mourned by a wide 
circle of relatives and friends, who held him 
in great esteem. He is succeeded by his 
only surviving brother, Major-General R. St. 
C. Lecky, C.B., C.M.G., late Royal Artillery. 


DR. HAROLD WILLIAMS. 


The Times deeply regrets to record the 
death, which took place in a nursing home 
early yesterday morning, of Dr. Harold 
Williams, the director of the Foreign Depart- 
ment of The Times..Dr. Williams was never 
physically robust, but he ap to be. re- 
gaining strength after á breakdown in health 
last summer, but returned to light work, and 
was looking forward to a visit of con- 
valescence to Egypt. A week ago, however, 
an operation proved suddenly necessary, and, 
though he rallied for some days, he never 
really recovered from the shock. 

Harold Williams was born in Christ- 
church, New Zealand, fifty-two years 
ago. His father, the Rev. W. J. 

‘illiams, is a prominent pastor of the 
Methodist Communion, and his brothers have 
won distinction in many parts of the Empire. 
He himself was brought to Europe by a thirst 
for wider knowledge and experience before he 
had turned his 23rd year. By that time he 
had learnt to speak French and German ex- 
ceptionally well, had a considerable knowledge 
of Spanish and Italian, apd had written a 
promising thesis on the group of pacific 
languages, which is now generally known as 
Austric, and a grammar of the Ilocana 
language of the Philippines. He actually 
compiled a Polynesian dictionary in his 
fourteenth year. 

His firs€ contact with The Times was in 
1903. In that year Mr. D. D. Braham, The 
Times Correspondent in St. Petersburg, was 
expelled from Russia. The Times decided not 
to fill his place, but Graham organised a 
remarkable news service, the threads of which 
linked the Russian Liberals with M. Peter 
Struve, one of their exiled leaders, who edited 
the newspaper Ozvobozhdeme at Stuttgart, 
and Graham, who had a high opinion of 
Williams's literary gifts, appointed him as 
Special Correspondent of The Times to 
obtain information from the exiled Liberals. 

Williams’s remarkable knowledge and re- 
ceptivity speedily established his reputation 
as an authority on Russian affairs. This 
reputation was confirmed by his study, 
“Russia of the Russians,” which was pub- 
lished in 1914. His political sympathies were 
with the Constitutional Democrats—the 
““Cadets —and he married Mme. Ariadna 
Tyrkova, a well-known political writer, the 
first woman to be elected to the Duma and a 
promiment memher of the Cadet á tty. . 

The overthrow of the Kerensky régime 
grieved, but did not surprise him. His 
marriage, as well as his criticisms, exposed 
him to the hatred of the Bolshevists, and he 
was at last obliged to leave Russia, where his 
life and his wife were in danger. 


CAPTAIN C. A. SMITH, R.N.R. 


Captain Charles Appleton Smith, R.N.R., 
who was given the command of the Berengaria 
when, as the Imperator, she was taken over 
from the Germans after the war, died in St. 
Mary’s Hospital. Paddington, on Saturday, 
at the age of 64. Captain Smith served ‘as 
Commander of the Caronia and Captain of the 
Aquitania during the war. In July, 1915, 
he was in command of the Aquitania, which 
carried 6.000 troops and a crew of 1,000 from 
Liverpool to Gallipoli, the largest number of 
persons ever carried in a ship. He also 

iloted the Aquitania from Mudros to Eng- 
and on the first voyage on which the old 
troopship was used as a hospital! ship. The 
Aguitania was not registered as a hospital 
ship, arid on that occasion a torpedo from a 
German submarine passed within a few inches 
of her bows. 

Captain Smith was mentioned in despatches. 
and in 1919 was created a Commander of the 
Order of the British Empiré. He was one of 
the originators of the “‘zig-zagging ” tactics 
by which vessels thwarted the attacks of 
enemy submarines. His first command on the 
Cunard Line was the Pavia, a liner of 1,800 
tons—a striking contrast to the Berengaria. 
whose tonnage is 52,000. He had served with 
other lines, and his experience went back to 
the days of the old ** windjammers.”” During 
his thirty years afloat he never met with an 
accident. Since his retirement from the 
Cunard service about six years ago, Captain 
Smith had lived at Kew. He leaves a widow, 
three sons, and two daughters. 


MR. JEREMIAH RYAN. 


The death took place in Nenagh on Satur- 
day evening, from pneumonia, after a few 
days’ illness, of Mr, Jeremiah Ryan, pro- 
prieter of the Nenagh Guardian. Mr, Ryan, 
who was the son of the late Mr. Daniel 
Ryan, of Oldcastle, Cappawhite,- was. Secre- 
tary of the North Tipperary Agricultural 
Committee, He was a man of much ability,

MONAGHAN.

THREE BISHOPS PRESENT. 
Three prelates, ail formerly in the Clogher 
priesthood, assisted at the dedication of St 


Mary’s Church, Aghabog, County Monaghan, 


vesterday. The Most Rev. Dr. McKenna, 
Bishop of Clogher, performed the dedication, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop of 


Dromore, sang the Pontifical High Mass, and 
the Most Rev. Dr. McNamee, Bishop of 
Ardagh and Clonmacnoise, was the preacher 

At the High Mass Dr. Mulhern was assisted 
by the Ven. Archdeacon Tierney, P.P., V.G 
Enniskillen. There was a large attendance 
of priests and laity despite the inclement 
weather. 

In the course of his sermon Dr. McNamee 
said that in that parish they had in recent 
years a very big problem in the reconstruc- 
tion of the church. It was a task that could 
not be shirked, because the building had 
reached a state of dilapidation and called 
loudly for repair. Despite difficulties Father 
Maguire, the Parish Priest, laboured for three 
or four years, and now they had before them 
that splendid structure as the result of his 
efforts. It was practically a new church— 
walls rebuilt, new roof and floor, and a new 
and beautiful spire surmounted the tower. 
The church was most beautiful, Father 
Maguire did his work and did it well, and 
what he accomplished was a credit to his 
energy and perseverance. 

Father Maguire, returning thanks to their 
lordships for their attendance, acknowledged 
further subscriptions that day of £100 from 
the Bishop of Clogher, making £500 in all; 
£20 from the Bishop of Ardagh and Clon- 
macnoise, and £5 each from the Bishops of 
Dromore and Kilmore, and £15 from the 
Ven. Archdeacon Tierney, Enniskillen. He 
himself had subscribed £100. ‘The entire 
work cost £8,750, and the only balance left 
to be paid was £377. The building was 
practically new. He had also to build a 
school and to make the parochial house 
reasonably. comfortable. He thanked all the 
helpers. 

Benediction by the Bishop of Clogher con- 
cluded the ceremonies.
